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Ns to find something published 
earlier this year in Textile Chem- 
ist and Colorist? This index can help 
you find it quickly either by author or 
by subject matter. 

For example, if you know that the 
article you are looking for was written 
by Etters, a check of the index of au- 
thors shows that J. Nolan Etters is the 
author of Title 4. The index of titles, 
in turn, identifies Title 4 as Flow Rate, 
Affinity and Levelness in Exhaust Dye- 
ing: An Analysis Based on System Ki- 
netics, and shows that it was published 
in the January issue (1) beginning on 
page 13. 

If you don’t know who wrote the 
article, you can locate it by using the 
key term index. You know, for ex- 
ample, that the article reports on re- 
search on exhaust dyeing and deals 
with kinetics. Finding either of those 
terms in the key term index will give 
you the title numbers of all articles 
published this year pertaining to those 
terms.

Guidelines for the Competition 
|. Introduction 


The Herman and Myrtle Goldstein Student Paper Com- 
petition, which is held under the auspices of the Textile 
Education Committee, is consistent with the goals and 
objectives of AATCC. The competition has two catego- 
ries—undergraduate and graduate. Oral presentation of 
the top student papers in each category (based on the 
judges’ evaluation of the manuscripts) is a feature of each 
AATCC International Conference & Exhibition. 


ll. Purpose and Scope 


“To promote the increase of knowledge of the applica- 
tion of dyes and chemicals in the textile industry.” 

“To encourage in any practical way research work on 
chemical processes and materials of importance to the 
textile industry.” 

“To establish for the members channels by which the 
interchange of professional knowledge among them may 
be increased.” (Quoted from the AATCC Constitution.) 

To enhance the textile education experience for stu- 
dent members of AATCC. 

The intent is to encourage independent or group stu- 
dent research. 


lll. Participation 


A project may be submitted by any student (or group of 
students) who is a member of AATCC. Entries in the un- 
dergraduate category must involve work completed as 
an undergraduate. The paper must be submitted no later 
than one year after completion of the work. 

If in the opinion of the ITPC chief justice, a duplica- 
tion of subject matter and data exists between ITPC and

Student papers, both the ITPC and the Student paper 
will be disqualified. 

The student may seek the advice of persons in indus- 
try or academia, but the role of these persons or any other 
nonstudent must be no more than advisory. Therefore, 
nonstudents can only be listed on the byline as co-au- 
thor with a notation in parenthesis that the nonstudent 
was an advisor to the work. 


IV. Subject Matter 


The project may be on any subject matter that falls within 
the limitations set forth in the purpose and scope, and 
which provides elements of scientific value, practical 
value and originality. 


V. Preparation and Presentation 


The preparation of the manuscript and other details of 
the technical paper shall be done in accordance with 
the requirements for manuscripts submitted for publi- 
cation in Textile Chemist and Colorist. The length of 
the paper shall not exceed 10 pages as prepared for the 
“Book of Papers” of the AATCC International Competi- 
tion & Exhibition. The 10-page limitation includes ail 
verbiage, figures, tables and other matter in the paper. 
Papers arriving before July 1 will receive 5 bonus points 
for early submission, with the final date for acceptance 
being August 1. Papers arriving later than August 1 are 
not eligible for consideration in the competition. 


VI. Judging 


All papers will be evaluated by a panel of judges se- 
lected by section chairmen. Judging will be on both the 
written manuscript and the oral presentation. 


Vil. Awards 


The Herman and Myrtle Goldstein Awards of $1000 and 
$500 are given for the top two papers in each of the 
graduate and undergraduate categories. The awards are 
given to the Student Chapter to which the student be- 
longs. If no Student Chapter exists, the awards are given 
to the smallest textile related unit within the student’s 
institution. 
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
